LEWIS SAYS MINERS
HAVE WON FIGHT

No Thought Longer of Wage

Reductiens in Any
Quarter
PREDICTS END IN WEEK

Cleveland, 0., Aug. 10.—The Policy
Committes of the United Mine Workers
of Amerien today voted to proceed with
the ‘megotintions of n wnge scale ngree-
ment with the onerators of Ohio, West-
ern Pennwylvania, Indiana and TNi-
nols, who are here for the joint con-
ference that was ealled with the view
of brenking the soft conl strike.

Announcing the committee's decislon,
John L. Loewls, president of the miners,
said:

“T confidently predict that when 4
genle is made here that 75 per cent
of all the bituminous tonnage now on
strike Wil sign (t and return to work
within n week."'

After predicting that three-fourths
of the soft conl mines now closed by the
strike would be opencd within n week
nfter n settlement hans heen negotiated
here, Mr. Lewis asserted that *‘the
miners have. won their fight and it is
virtunlly over."’

“There is no longer a thought in any
quarter,’’ he said, “‘that wage reduc-
tions will be imposed in the mining in-
dustry, The question now is one of
proeedure, without undue humiliation
of the operators. We have no desire
to humilinte them, We want an im-
mediate resumption of mining, the re-
turn of the men to work and the relief
of the public.'

Settlement of the strike In the an-
theacite reglons, which nlso have been
shut down sinee April 1, would *'nat-
urally follow'' the resumption of work
in the moft conl industry, Mr, Lewls
gald, This settlement, however, would
be reached throngh mnegotiations with
the miners and the anthracite operators,
and no dnte has yet been set for the
resumption of negotlations, which were
broken off in June.

Refusal of the Imdiann and Illinois
operntors’ nssoclutions to join the eon-
ference here, Mr, Lewis said, wonld
“make no difference'’ in procesding to-
ward making an agreement, He asserted
that the miners had ‘“‘definite assur-
ances that important producers’ of
these two States would nceept any seale
decided on by the conference.

Chieago, Aug. 10.—(By A, P.)—
W. K. Kavanaugh, president of the
coal operators’ assoclution of the Fifth
and Ninth distriets, announced at the
end of a three-dny meeting today that
the Tllinols operators were firm in their
refusul to enter any conference with
John L. Lewls, leader of the striking
miners, at Cleveland except on the
basls of the arbitrution proposals sub-
mitted by Preeident Harding. The scs-
slon will be continued tomorrow.

Ebenshurg, Pa., Aug. 10.—(By A.
P.)—The Central DPennsylvania Coal
Producers' Association and the Clear-
field Bituminous Coal Operators’ As-
gociation, in a joint statement issued
here today, deelared they would not be
represented nt the Cleveland conference,
nnd would take part in ne conference
which nilms at a nationnl ngreement to
terminate the strike.
